| It is with the ſteams of the adjoining kitchen, 


The great hall within is high and ſpacious, flank'd 


on one fide with a very long table, a true image of an- 
cient hoſpitality : the walls are all over ornamented 
with monſtrous horns of animals, about twenty broken 
pikes, ten or a dozen blunderbuſſes, and a ruſty match- 
lock muſquet or two, which we were inform'd had
